Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 3-25, 27-43 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
1 . As to claims 1 and 25, the prior art of record, taken alone or In combination, fails 
to disclose or render obvious an apparatus or method comprising one or more Interface 
elements having a body of flexible material, whereby upon pressing the body against 
the panel the body is deformed to conform to the surface of the panel , in combination 
with the rest of the limitations of the claim.
